States to subsist their populations 
and their armies. Cessation of war 
did not end his activities, and he 
r.emained one of, the foremost fig-

eventually 
serving with recognized distinction 
in the cabinet. 
Gifted Personality. 


. Hardly anything but the social 
upheaval of the war could have 
brought to the front rank of Ameri- 
can political life a personality at 
once so curiously gifted 
and 
so 
curiously constrained. 
Though an 
almost intuitive grasp 
of group 
psychology was one basis of Mr. 
Hoover's success, first in organiz- 
ing industry and. later in meeting 
the huge emergencies ^ of 
famine 
and pestilence, his contacts with 
strangers always exhibited him as 
an impassive, Indrawn, individual. 
Incapable of demonstratlveness and 
devoid of fmpressiveness. 
,The war was the occasion of the 
introduction of 
Mr. Hoover to the 
general -public, but his career and 
accomplishment had 
been 
much 


beyond ordinary long before. Born 
in West Branch, Iowa,' Aug. 19, 
1874, 
the son of a blacksmith and a 
Quaker mother, he had been or- 
phaned by death of both parents 
before he was seven 
years old. 
Relatives with whom he then made 
his home moved to Oregon, and at 
13 years he was faced with the task 
of earning his own living as a boy 
worker in truck gardens, and later 
in city offices-. 
Bent upon obtaining an educa- 


tion, Mr. Hoover worked his way 
Into and through the then newly 
founded Stanford 
University 
in 


California, emerging In 1895 with a 
degree in mining engineering and 
geology. 
In the .successeding 
20 
years, first as mine laborer, then 
as mine manager and operator,'in 
all the deserted places of the world 
where mineral wealth is found, he 
made for himself a unique reputa- 
tion and a large fortune. To ad- 
mitted technical proficiency as an 
engineer—his 
books 
and 
mon- 
g'raphms are standard textbooks in 
colleges today—Mr. Hoover 
com- 
bined proven ability in organizing 
and financing, and became -identi- 
fied with a group of offices in Lon- 
don and New York who engaged 
in mining and metallurgical enter- 
prises in most of the quarters' of 
the world.Chinese Activities. 
From West Australia 
he 
had 


gone to China, and was engaged in 
the development of coal and Iron 
deposits when the Boxer rebellion 
cooped him up with other foreign- 
ers in Peking, where he underwent 
the selge of 1900. Before the Allied 
troops relieved the''legation prison- 
ers, he had organized his first food 
relief, for Chinese and other refu- 
gees. He built a port there later, 
for the owners of the mining prop- 
erties, and thereafter in Burma, 
Ru'ssia, Alaska and Mexico, initiat- 
ed or directed enterprises 
which 
were for the most part successful. 
In 1913, it was estimated that 175,- 
000 men were employed by the cor- 
porations for which he was acting 
as executive engineer. 
He main- 
tained his connections, with scholas- 
tic and research activities as well, 
and found time during the period 
to translate, With the .collaboration 
of hia wife, "De 
Res Mctallica," 
a Latin work which is the earliest 
known treatise on mining. He had 
married in 1899 Miss Lou Henry, a 
Stanford school mate, and had two 
sons, Allan and Herbert. 
From the work of the American 
renef committee that extricated the 
American tourists of 1914, 
Mr. 


Hoover was drafted immediately to 
a. far greater task—the effort to 
feed and supply the Belgian popu- 
lation. 
He helped 
organize 
the 
Commission for Relief In Belgium, 
and took its leadership. It was not 
suspected at the time how far that 
task would develop; 
when 
the 
work wound up at; the end of the 
war there had been expended, most- 
ly under Mr. Hoover's direction $1,- 
500,000,000 advanced .by loans from 
allied governments or-.,, given by 
charity. 
It was operating' a fleet 
of 200 steamships, and the peoples 
of Northern France and Belgium 
tia'd existed during four and a half 
years only by its functioning.

In taking the post, which 


war timjB experience in other coun- 
tries hacl proved one of the most 
difficult to hold, Mr. Hoover told 
friends he "expected to die on the 
first barbed wire entanglements." 
His success, however, 
soon 
was 


conceded universally. On the war 
boards which supervised the na- 
tion's task of munitioning the vast 
army and navy created 
for 
the 
struggle, .he became a dominant 
figure, and at the moment of the 
armistice, his organizations func- 
tioned to supply and feed the ex- 
hausted city populations of even 
the defeated Central powers. 
While the peace conference was 
going on, the American Relief Ad- 
ministration, which' Mr. 
Hoover 
headed, was feeding' children in 23 
different nations,-and adults in half 
as many. It coped with typhus 
epidemics, and in many places al-i 
most took over government tem- 
porarily. 
Governmental credits, 
charitable' donations, and utiliza- 
tion of surplus wdr supplies were 
all involved. As late as 1921, there 
was still some localized organiza- 
tion for feeding of children, and 
Mr. Hoover then a cabinet member 
was able swiftly to expand this 
remnant of the relief machinery 
when famine in Soviet Russia led 
to congressional appropriations to 
help a starving population there. 
This last of the enterprises wh^ch 
he operated for supply food to fam- 
ished people on a large scale did 
not wind up until 1923. 


Relief Work Excellent 
No part of the war activity had 
attracted more attention than the 
Hoover relief enterprises, 
in 
the 


United States and abroad, and when 
In 1920. the season for presidential 
politics opened, his name was early 
bruited about for the foremost po- 
litical honor the nation can give. 
There was an embarrassing inter- 
lude, however, when 
It appeared 
that his long life in the engineer- 
ing field and his later war work 
had deprived him of any partisan 
political status whatever. Workers 
in his behalf had difficulty in set- 
tling upon a political 
party in 
which.,to Jojn to,.forward his inteB- 
ests, and for a time he was pro- 
posed as both a republican and a 
democratic presidential 
nominee. 
The New York World, for years a 
stalwart democratic organ* warm- 
ly espoused his candidacy and there 
were echoes of support in other 
democratic, papers in various sec- 
tions. 
Soon afterward, he issued 
an open letter declaring himself a 
republican. But his cause did not 
flourish, because it had behind it. 
none of the party bosses.

Today Charles" Curtis 
Is 
not 
thinking of what-he has accom- 
plished. 
His mind 
has 
harked 
back to a moonlight night on the 
plains of Kansas when his wrinkled 
old grandmother, 
Julie 
Poppin, 
crawled to his mere 
lad's 
side 
around the Indian camp fire. 
"Go back to your white ancestors, 


my boy," she impored. 
For Charles Curtis had fled from 
Ins father's relatives in Topeka and 
. rejoined the Kaws while they were 
on the march. The boy demurred, 
he preferred'the open, free life, of 
the plains. 
He loved Julie Pop- 
pin and her devotion to1 her grand- 
son consumed her soul. 
She led her pony to the shad- 
ows beyohd the campflre, lifted the 
boy into the saddle 
and 
Charles 
Curtis began his ride to fame, nev- 
er again returning to his Indians 
except as a guest. 
In Topeka Curtis took up his res- 
idence with his father's sister enter- 
ed the public schools and for a few 
years lived the life of a normal 
American*' buy. 
But Curtis' is a 
restless ond energetic nature. He 
wished to earn his living.' He be- 
gan to sell refreshments as a "news 
butcher" at the railroad station aft- 
er schol hours and did odd jobs for 
anybody w.ho would employ him. 
He Knew Horses. 
His keen knowledge of horses 
learned on the 
plains, attracted

For months be- 
fore the end he sat'by her bedside 
throughout the entire night, com- 
ing to the senate in the morning 
worn with fatigue. He would car- 
ry on through the day with only a 
little sleep -snatched on a couch in 
his office.

Curtis Knight.

Curtis' courage showed early. At 


the age of 8, whjle he was attend- 
ing an Indian mission, the Chey- 
ennes attacked the Kaws, and dur- 
ing the thick of the battle young 
Curtis slipped through the lines of 
the Ceyennes, ran and walked alone 
for fifty-seven miles to Topeka to 
call the United States troops.

EDWIN T. MEREDITH, PUB- 
LISHER, WAS MEMBER WIL- 


SON'S CABINET

Edwin T. Meredith, secretary of 
agriculture in the "Wilson cabinet, 
died last night. The end of'a long 
illness came at 6 o'clock as Mr. 
Meredith slept. 
At the bedside of the 51-year-old 


farm publisher 
and 
democratic 
presidential candidate were Mrs. 
Meredith; his mother, Mrs. M. J. 
Meredith of Los Anrreles; a son, a 
daughter, four brothers and a sis- 
ter. .

Heart failure resulting-from high 


blood pressure was given as the 
cause of death. Mr. Meredith had 
been ill for several months, but the 
illness did not take a critical turn 
until a month ago, shortly after 
he had returned from John Hop- 
kins hospital, Baltimore, where he 
had gone for observation. 
Funeral 
services 
will be held 
from the Meredith home Wednes- 
day afternoon at two o'clock. 
Despite his illness, Mr. Meredith 
permitted the 
use of his name 
against • Gov. Al Smith 
of New 
York in the recent Iowa democratic 
presidential 
preference primary, 


which Gov. Smith won.^ Mr. Mere- 
dith always had been known as a 
"progressive djy" and 'he was an 
outspoken opponent of the New 
York governor's views on prohibi- 
tion. 
Besides his political activities, Mr. 


Meredith was widely known as the 
publisher of farm papers. 


An Inherited loye of the soil and 
jeneral interest in the welfare of 
'armers lifted}Edwin T.'.Mercdith 
from youthful obscurity to national 
prominence and->'a place In Presi- 
dent {Wilson's, c'abinet. 
s 
He' starred jp boyhood as a-real 
"dirt" farmer,' the occiipation of 
his father and his grandfather." A 
high Kchopl education and'bne year 
at college, weaned him, away from 
actual work on the farm, but tend- 
ed to increase his,interest in the 
lot of those who till the soil. 


Mr. Meredith's grandfather, in 


addition to his agricultural inter- 
ests, was the publisher of a farm 
weekly, The Farmers' Tribune. It 
was devoted to Populism and met 
with 
financial difficulties when 
that movement died out. 
Having completed a year in High- 
land Park 
College, Des Moines, 
young Meredith, then 20 years of 
age, borrowed $1,800 with which he 
purchased his grandfather's publi-

KENNETT, Mo./June 16. 


—(AP)—A .desperate' fight 
for homes and crops was 
lost early today when the St. 
Francis river levee six miles 
northwest of here gave way 
spreading waste 
and 
de- 


struction over a 
five mile 


area. Hundreds of families 
have been driven from their 
homes.

A proclamation was issued byitne 
mayor of- Kentiett asking all busi^ 
ness houses to close and requesting 
that air available men be sent to 
strengthen the levee In anticipation 
of a. third .-rise, which is expected to 
reach its highest proportions Tues- 
day or Wednesday of next week. 
Authorities believe the crest of this 
flood 
will be a foot and ,a half 
higher than the one which swept 
the levee aside this morning. 
Along the river north (to Camp- 
bell workmen were making a stren- 
uous effort to strengthen the weak- 
ened walls to prevent 
a further 
inundation of the adjacent 
farm 
lands. It was expected 'that the 
force of men working in. the com- 
mon. cause would be doubled along 
the twenty-five miles of river front 
before the day had passed.
